An Old Trick 


HIE prophets tell us

The bostile votes and absicn- 
tipns came from right-wing 
momoccs of the Party, many of 
them upholders of Signor 
Gluseppe Pella, the former Pre- 
mier, Signor Pella’s Government 
fell 11 dayy ago, largely because 
of the disapproval of the group 
led by Professor Fanfani. 


MODERATE POLICY 


But Professor Fanfani was 
expected to succeed in per- 
suading authoritative  repre- 
sentatives of the Christian De- 
mocrat right-wing to join hig 
Cabinet. 


The new Government was ex- 
pected to adopt a polley of 
moderate social reform, The 
Premier-designate himself was 
known to believe that tha 
spread of Communism in Italy 
could only be halted by sweep~ 
ing social reforms.

Miss Troup was supporting similar allegations about 
the treatment of male African prisoners made earlier this 
week by Mr Manilal Gandhi, journalist son of the late 


Mahatma Gandhi. 


She made her allegations in a letter to the Johannesburg 


Star which detailed her exper 


iences during a 26-day prison 


sentence last November for illegally entering the Germiston

‘While in prison, she said she saw a wardress fling 


a baton “with splendid

the buton for the sume fault. 

Another wardress slapped an 
African woman's buttocks hard 
twice,” apparently out of sheer 
exuberance.” She saw 4 preg- 
nant woman lashed and another 
woman punched in the shoulders 
for picking up food too quickly. 

Miss Troup writes “I heard 
frequent slapping and occasion- 
al crying.

He added that 750 men on 
electrical construction work at 
two gtom plams, an oil refinery 
andsa number of ‘smaller sites 
had been ordered --to remain on 
indefinite strike, however, . 

Next step in the. Union's battle 
for higher pay [Is a national 24- 
hour token stoppage of about 
40,000 electricians on contract 
work next Mondny. 

lft employers carry out their 
threat of reprisais against next 
Monday's strikers and bar them 
from work the following day, 
the union say they will then 
instruct the men to go on “in- 
definite’ strike’ from next 
Wednesday. : 

So far employers have not hit 
back with their threatened 
lockouts because they say the 
men have been “ooerced’” by 
the unton and already suffered 
suMf cient "hardships." 

NO COMPLAINT MADE 

The employers’ leader, Mr 
L. C, Penwill, Director of the 
National Federated Electrical 
Assocation, which is the target 
of the unton’s “guerilla war,” 
sald tonight that 944 electridans 
wete on ke today at sites of 
“national importance.” 

He sald 200 men at tha 
mammoth steelworks at Marg- 
ham, South Wales, hed begun 
a five-day stribe today “due to 
cireumstances quite distinct 
from the present gucrilia cam- 
paign ond without any com- 
plaint against their employers.” 
Reason for the men's action

In their desire to seé the Foreign Ministers’ 
conference open as scheduled on January 25, the 
Western powers have decided not to adhere rigid- 
ly to their last suggestion that three out of every 
four meetings should be held in the Western part 
of the city, these quarters said. 


The Western powers also 
thought police duties in the 
areas affected by the “Big Four" 
conference should be carried out 
by military polleemen of the 
four nations and not by cither 
the East or Wert Berlin pollcec 
force, these sources caid, This 
questlon was reported to have 
provoked difficuitics at the 
Bertin preparatory talks. 

French diplomatic quarters 
Jast night recalled that the 
Western powers had already 
made several concessions on the 
“Big Four’ mecting. 

1, They had accepted the 
Sovict proposal that the mecting 
be held on January 25, although 
they had originally, proposed

1928, 
went oto Hungary with bis 
parents ono visit when he wits 
six years old, The family stayed 
on, and tn December 1944, he 
was drafted inlo the German 
Army. He was taken prisoner 
by the Russiany tn a German 
Army training camp in May, 
1945,

Rohrbacber was met at the 
ship by his fathes, Frank 
Rohrbacher, a retired cook, of

What has the Vatican been 
doing about ajl this? 

In the beginning, the Vatican 
was extremely sceptical, even 
hostile, When the first reports 
reached Rome, the Archbishop 
of Syracuse, 72-ycar-old Msgr. 
Ettore Barazini, was summoned 
to, the Vatican, and did not 
return to his flock fol 35 gays. 

He sald in. an ‘ingnviow that 
some of the cures could be ex- 
plained by mass hysteria. 

But, he added, he personally 
was convinced that something 
miraculous had actually taken 


place. 
No Effect 


TT Vatican seemed to hold a 

different opinion. Msgr. 
Barazin} was ostensibly sent on 
a holiday to the North of Italy, 
and his deputy was also order- 
w! to leave Syracuse. 

‘These were clear indications 
that the Church, provisionally 
at leust, refused to have any- 
thing to do with the Weeping 
Madonna of Syracuse, 

Warning after warning was 
{Issued to Syracuse Catholics 
not to talk of miracles until the 
Holy Office had carricd out an 
inquiry and = announced its 
findings. 

But the Vatican soon realised 
that those warnings had had no 
effect, Larger and larger 
crowds flocked to Syracuse. 
The government had to 
institute four special trains 
a day, Faith healings were 
counted by the hundred. 

Obviously the Catholic fol- 
lowers wero getting out of 
hand, and the Church could no 
longer prevent the enthusiasm 
or ignore the phenomenon.

Finally a compromise waa 
reached. The Vatlcan would 
abstaln from makin, any 
pronouncement, and the Sicilian 
bishops were authorised to 
deal with the matter according

Bishops Meet 


NHE Bishops, who were de- 
Nghted by the religious re-

deeper devotion for the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary. 

“Ant they are looking for- 
ward to the construction. of a 
sanctuary to ate =the 
memory of this manifestation.”

F Western Germans are 

building 600,000 new 
homes for themselves — this 
year.

I have just been on a 
2,000-mile housing tour of 
Germany, getting both eyes 
and ears full of impressions 
of the kinds of home the

Much of the time I have 
been a lone spectator on 
building sites to observe 
how German workmen start 
at seven in the morning, 
how they slap down bricks 
at the rate of 1,000 u day, 
and how seldom they stop 
to straighten their backs.

Many men would have been 
pleased to bring order Into their 
mpunelal affairs with the help of 
Cus‘el’s unerring eye for the 
proflable placement of — invest- 
ments. That the Prince wus 
uble to do this is certain. 


But then there was no neces- 
tity for his gratitude to last the 
whole reign, when frivolities 
became increasingly submerged 
in pressing affairs of State.

affuirs of State to any nolce- 
able degree.

E had only one major vb- 

session In foreign affairs, 
and in this he allowed emotion 
to outweigh his judgment. 


He maintained a strong affec- 
tion for the country he had leit 
so young, and took the initlatlve 
on various occasions to 
strengthen the ties between 
Great Britain and Germany. 


Again be can hardly be raid 
to have Influenced his Prince 
and King, who was, by birth, 
almost os German as Cassel 
himself, and who betrayed, Jf 
only in his guttural ers, the 
influence In his speech which, 
with Cassel, remained strong to 
the end of his days. 


Cassel’s contacts with Albert 
Ballin and other influential Ger- 
mans, his seduloys lobbying of 
anyone likely to assist in halting 
the rising tension between the 
two countrics, were of Ilittle 
account when compared with 
the mounting antipathy cn- 
gendercd In King Edward by 
the maniacal tactlessness of his 
nephew, the Kaiser. 

With his new position at 
Court giving fresh impetus ‘9 
the scope and magnitude of hia 
enterprises, Cassel entered into 
the dozen truly expansive years 
of his career. 

It became marked by socla: 
splendour’ and munificence. 

‘His art collection grew, Dis 
hospitality reached the point of 

ng whole Nile fio’ and 
ocean JIners to accommodate his 
guests, and his charitable 
bequests reached astronomic 
proportions. 

This was the way a rich man 
was expected to behave, and in 
conforming he sought to outdo 
his contemporaries. His was 
first generation wealth. Its 
accumulation allowed. no time 
for the development of interest 
in the orts nor of a true sense 
of the obligations of wealth. His 
declining years were to show 
how barren can be the possession 
of several million pounds. 


Towards the end of the cen- 
tury he turned {to the country of 
his adoption for his two 
newest enterprises, One was 1n 
railways, long his stand-by, and 
the other in the developing and 


rewnrding field of armament. 


He was the moving spirit in 
the formation of the Electric 
Traction Company and in the 
Central London Railway which

ANY thousands of 
M years ago a littld 
grass plant grew fr 
the tropical regions of | the 
Americas, ft belunged to 
the family Graminac, which 
included all the different 
species of grasses. The 
wind pollinated the grasses 
and helped to scatter their 
seeds. Many of these seeds 
grew curlous gadgets to nid 
in their distribution. 
Sometime In the dim ages, 
humans -Jeerned that one 
particular kind of grass pro- 
duced seeds that were better 
to eat thun the others.

CORN BEGINS 


O one knows when or how 
the change took place— 

but the little grass species, 
Zen Zeta Mays, finally grew 
with its rows of seeds all 
together on one stalk and 
became corn.

For many thousands of 
years the people of the 
‘Americas, especially in the 
tropical areas, grew cor.
